I)i -i 
to talk things over with re- 
sponsible people on The Dart- 
mouth. 

Occasionally vexatious feeling 
arises and as is the case with 
other college newspapers the 
editorials vary in calibre. 

The University authorities 
welcome criticism in the edito- 
rial columns, realising that un- 
dergraduats opinion is, after all, 
of definite valut. Only when the 
editor plans writing directly on 
the subject of general Univer- 
sity policy is he asked to con- 
sult with the president before 
publishing.

THE WAGES 

Tlii.s .so called liberal age is more conser- 
vative tiiaii it seems. New way.s are not always 
popular and ncw.s of friction between authori- 
ty and tho.<e who would be original i.s coming 
over the wires in last succession. 

Di-. Clarence Cook Little. President of the 
L'liiveisity of ^lichigan, hailed by many as the 
outstanding educational reformer of the day 
has "resigned" his position duo to friction with 
the Board of Regents of the University. Com- 
menting' on his ideals and achievements, the 
Cornell Daily Sun remarks editorially: 

"Dr. Little may or may not be the true edu- 
cational Messiah of the present generation. But 
that he has been the most energetic, independ- 
ent, and — until last week — phenomenally suc- 
cessful administrator of modern college experi- 
ment is beyond all question. Again.<t .stern op- 
position, Ihe Michigan president has turned the 
enormous profits of Micliigan football into ath- 
letic fields and ei|uipnieni for the genera! .stu- 
dent body, e.stablisiied an alumni correspond- 
ence .school, and effected dozens of other minor 
and beneficial innovations. 

Not one of hi.s experiments, liowever, has 
been realized without a long fight with the re.st 
of the Michigan officials, for President Little 
has steered always a highly strenuous and in- 
dividual course. The recent squabble that re- 
sulted in his resignation was no different from 
ihe rest. Once more Dr. Little stood firmly by 
one of his original postulates: that donors 
should give, not dispose; once more his Board 
of Regents hard-headedly opposed him, refus- 
ing to turn away a gift of over a million dollars 
under any condition whatever. As before, it is 
a generally obvious fact that Dr. Little was in 
the right, but it does him little good. Dr. Little 
is a first class reformer and gentleman, but 
he is not enough a politicial to make a college 
president." 

Yes, it would seem that wages of individ- 
uality these days if not death, Is ostracism in 
one form or another.

It is one of the envious anomalies of this present clvil- 
iz.ition of our.s with all its blissful i>lalitudcs about our 
much valued lihcriy, lli.T. v-c "are in some respects well on 
our \'.„y bad; !n the bniuls of the \'ictorian period. It is, 
as iisu.il, liic poor uld indefensible arts, drama and literature, 
that suffer most. 

"Indefensible? !a the long nm, of course, no. Sucii 
things as book ceniprship.s press censorships, movie cen- 
sorships, play cen.sorsliip.':. eommitteos of three, nine, lliir- 
teen of fifty-seven can no more permanently tuprcss a 
wortiiy work in any of these fields thaii an automobile can 
stop ail express train when they ..irguc the right of way. 
.■\nd, just as there will always be more fools to run iiuto- 
mobiles into trains, so there will always be the species 
which loves i'l pry into other people's affairs, to regulate 
their inoralf. amusements, Inbil.s, and lives in general. 

The unfortunate part of it all is that such people al- 
most invariably manage to carry ou their peculiar work 
under some highly commendable, or at least innocuous 
cloak. For instance, play censorship is invoked to banish 
serious dramas that may desl with sniijccls that, if not 
shouted from the liou.sc top;, arc by no means lal>oo in 
sophisticate circles, all Ihiit some few plays which have no 
excuse for existence beyond their cheap smut may be ban- 
ned from .1 public which apparently wants them. Book 
ccnsorships are invoked against "The Well of Loneliness"' 
which our book reviewer assisrcs us i.<, to a mature mind, 
nothing more than an interesting psychological study. News- 
paper censorships arc forced on people who dare to criticise 
certain actions of their ''superiors", or who write editorials 
which would be considered quite mild in most drawing 
riionis. -Movie censorships arc perhaps not quite so important 
in that the muvics themselves do not matter .'O much, and 
the great majority of people don't know the difference or 
don't care. But when one of the dozen or so good pictures 
per year docs come along it is intensely annoying to any 
moderately intelligent person lo find it full of absurdities, 
cut and changed around to suil persons of doubtful intel- 
ligence, and generally whitewashed, dryclcanc<l, and steril- 
ized to guard morals or whatever it is of the masses that 
must be guarded. 

« •■ • * 

Well, you say, this is all obvious; it has been said be- 
fore. Yes, and it will have to be said many more times in 
new and devious ways before people will wake up and 
demand, and perhaps get, intelligent censorship. For, let it 
be understood, l am not one ,oi the fanatic free-thinkers 
who desire to sweep away all forms of censorship; it is a 
necessary check upon possible and obvious cheap excesses. 
It has moreover, a certain value, as Nathan points out, in 
the literary and dramatic fields, in that it very directly 
operates to improve craftsmanship. "Finding that their 
"wares because of the litcrality of their expression, fall 
"under the censor's ban, authors, who might otherwise rest 
"content lazily to exploit the relatively simple pronounce- 
"ments of realism arc driven to the tnorc • iiitricatc and 
"trying art of literary suggestion, implicatioti and infer- 

"cncc ." But as long as censorship is left in the hands 

of "men who have not, with the aid of experience, wisdom 
"and honor, outgrown the childish desire for indiscriminate 
"havoc— emotional morons—", in the hands, yea, of police- 
men, Lord Chamberlains, Will Hays, el al. I fear there will 
not be much relief for some time 

The ubiquitous Dr. Nathan says many things much lo 
my liking, and to any who wish to see a witty and convinc- 
ing exposition of the case of the modern thinker in his 
protest against the various little jokes of today, lie can to 
little better than read ihc professor, and more particularly 
the two books mentioned above— They are in the lîbtary.— 
One passage on "The Puritan Mind", which is llic driving 
force behind all these forms of censorship and repressions, 
is too good lo let pass. I quote: (The World in Falsefacc). 
Its manifestations are countless and illuminating. 
The Board of Alderman it the City of Boston passes 
an ordinance forbidding any young girl lo appear on 
the dramatic stage in legs bare from the knee ilownj in 
Boston, Hauptmaim's litllc Hanncllc must wear golf 
stockings. The moving picture censors of the Stale of 
I'cmisylvania icluse to pass any film showing a woman 
sewing on baby cIuIIk-.; it implies a scx act, lliey e.splain. 
A periodical is suppressed in New York City because 
it prints a photographic reproduction of the great Rodin. 
(Jnc is prohibited by law from buying a cigarette hi Ihc 
state of Kansas or playing solitaire on a train in the 
state of Texas, or dressing a dummy in an uncnrtaiiiod 
shop-window in a certain portions of Ihc Slalc of Cal- 
ifornia. Fifteen oi ilw; greatest books wrillcn in the 
last sixty years arc barred from four out of every five 
American public libraries. If a man save a man from 
drowning and s.et.,s to revive him with a jigger of 
brandy, one is sul.jtei lo arrest and given the alternative 
of paying a fine or going to prison. One o( the largest 
of American religious orders affirms that going to Ihc 
theatre to sec "Ben Hur" and dancing the niinncl arc 

sins against God AlniiglHy " 

And Mr. ticorgc l,.x:ke, Chief Librarian of the City of 
Toronto refused lo have "The Canadian Mercury ' in his 
library, presumably I'cl.i.x Waller remarks, "because the 
lifc-likc portrait of the god which, adorned , the cover of 
the first nmnbcr was not chastely clad in a two piece 
bathing suit ".

It is fairly certain that the world will continue to go 
on whether wc have censorships or not; whether they arc 
bad or not; But the developments oi the world of art and 
particularly that in Canada will be ircincndously hindered 
if such babyish institutions arc allowed lo exist, and even 
to entend their field of influence. 



high standing any number of years ago, it becomes material 
for an eye-killing headline. And if three or four students 
matriculated at one institution or another commit suicide 
within a given time limit, the philosophy and psychology de- 
partments (being to the iicwspaiwr world the niùst esoteric 
and misanthropic) arc in serious danger of being lynched by 
welfare committees. 

All that wc ask for is fair play from the press and the 
drama. If wc arc really fo interesting to the outside world
